protected by a security classification of CONFIDENTIAL, 
thereby guaranteeing the author's commitment. 


3. In an effort to resolve certain doubts relative 
to the need for the continued classification of this 
document, it is requested that your office contact the 
FBI and the appropriate successor organization to the 
AEC to determine what portion, if any, of their contri- 
bution continues to warrant a security classification.
